DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 7 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 42(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected Species B, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 3. 
the applicant alleges figure 6 is not a separate invention however the applicant himself 
has referred to figure 6 as an alternative embodiment, because it does require further 
search and consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No.6171284 to Kao or US Patent No.5269765 to Kuracina. 

Kuracina teaches a protecting cap structure with a foldable cover 32 and a 
cylindrical extending member 30; the cylindrical extendable member is a hollow cylinder 
the shank of the cylinder extendable member has a compression portion 44; a pair of 
foldable portions 28; the foldable cover is in the shape of a semi-cylinder, one end of the 
foldable cover is connected with the cylinder member, in order that when the cover is 
folded to close, the cover cooperates with the cylindrical extendible member to envelop 
the needle 50.

Kao teaches a protecting cap structure with a foldable cover and a cylindrical 
extending member; the cylindrical extendable member is a hollow cylinder the shank of 
the cylinder extendable member has a compression portion 2; a pair of foldable portions 
12; one end of the foldable cover is connected with the cylinder member, in order that 
when the cover is folded to close, the cover cooperates with the cylindrical extendible 
member to envelop the needle.
